taken the position for years that they have better things to do than hassle 


the lesbian/gay community --~- and the charges have been dropped.

such as disturbine 


the peace, trespassing, or public indecency.

ehoule. of course, be made with the advice and services of a lawyer. 
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The “Family Protection Act.” 

It sounds innocent enough. But don’t be fooled. 

The Family Protection Act is the most dangerous 
legislation Congress has considered since the 
McCarthy witchhunts of the 1950s. 

While pretending to “strengthen the American 
family, the FPA really is a sneaky, callous attempt by 
the Moral Majority and other right-wing organiza- 
tions to impose their viewpoint on all of us. It would 
assault the civil rights and civil liberties of everyone 
* who doesn't fit their narrow-minded vision of 
America: minorities, single people, women and 
especially gay people. 

The FPA would deny federal funds to any indi- 
vidual or group for “advocating, promoting or 
suggesting hogosexuality, male or female,asa 
lifestvle” . 

One result would be to cut off funds to social 


services for lesbians and gay men, such as health 
clinics, mental health services, legal aid and 
community centers. 

And its impact on the lives of individual gay 
people would be even more startling: “No person 
who was a homosexual or who even intimated that 
homosexuality might be an ‘acceptable’ lifestwvle 
could receive any Federal funds under such pro- 
grams as Social Security, welfare, veterans programs 
or student assistance, according to the Library of 
Congress’ impartial analysis of the bill. 

We wont fool you. The Family Protection Act 
won't pass immediately. But the Moral Majority and 
its allies are spending millions of dollars to make 
sure it becomes the law of the land. 

And they're hoping you won't notice. Or won't 
care. 

But you must.
